Lthoughe that our aunceſtours,and fore-elders Adam,and Ene, through theit 
rebellion,and obſtinatie,agaynſt the expres charge, and commaundement of 
= God, haue deſcrued, and caufed this temporall , and cuerlaſtinge death , toge- 
therallſoe vvith all miſeryes,andcalamityes, to happen, not onlye vnto themſelves, 
butallſoe to their poſterityes: yet not vvithſtandinge the righteous God , vvith his 
iuſte,& deſerued vvrath agaynit vs, of his mercye (vvhich ſurpaſſeth all his vvorckes) 
js conuerted agayne vnto vs in pitye: So that the eternalle God, through the promiſed 
ſecede of the vvoman, vvhich hath rrodden,and cruſhed dovyne the heade of the Ser- 
pent,doth vyholye liberate, & free the faithfull therof': and doth ſo mitigate the hor- 
ror of this temporalle death, that of the trueChriſtians it is rather eſteemed a ſomma- 
tion,and entrance into the euerlaſtinge lyfe, then deathe.

tha ſame diſcaſeat diuers, and ſundrye times, might the better,and calyer, participate 
vatothe paticntthe means vyherbye he recouerede, & attayned vato his priſtinate, 
and accuſtoumed health, And becauſe 1n theſe timesalſo, on the ſelfe ſame manner, 
all ſicke,and diſeaſed Perſons, might throughe the mercyec, & vvill of God be of their 
maladyes cured: It pleaſed the mot Iluſtrious, & renoumned Duke, & Lorde,Lorde 
Lodevvijcke, Duke of V Virtenberge, and Teck, Earle of Mompelgart, &c. my moſt 
renoumnede Duke and Lorde, throughe an eſpecialle cordialle fidelity , & fauoure, 
tothe common,and his natiue Duch countrye, in the beſt ſorte, hath graciouſlye im- 
polede this laboure on me, & in alſorteallio charged me, to ſclefte,and redate toge« 
ther,this preſente boocke,out ofall the Experimentis,of litterate, and allſoilliterated, 
highe,and laye Perſons: vvhich vvigh all zquityc and right may be called a boocke of 
Expcrimentes:In the meane vvhile conſideringe that his renoumned Grace , is not

uant,vvhich vvrapped his talent in a naptkin, & ſo buried the ſamein the earth, be- 
cauſe that plainge the partofa good ſcruant might not reape the reyvarde of a moſt 
vnvvorthycſcruant,for vyhy it had bin better for me to keepe my rude,& harſh En- 
gliſch by me, and content my (elfe vvith only the ſpeach therof, then thus/» proparulo, 
or openlyeto lay open the ſame tocuerye finedand perpolite vvitte, and cenſure.But 
becauſe Il am a yongeman, and therfore 1ubiett roall humane errors as vvell as others 
are,it did ngralittle grecue me to ſee loexpertanau@thoras this is, vvritinge cſpeci- 
allyc nothinge but tried , and moſt approoued remedies of Phyſick , and Surgerye, 
ſhould notalſo beimparted to the Engliſhe natione.

this my moſt inculte & vatilled labour, conlideringe that I had noe helpes of Dictio- 
naries,oranycother mcanes,noralſo haue not inalonge time conuericd yvith anye 
Engliſh man expericncedin this ſcience by vvhome LImight learnce the tearmes of 
thisarte. VVhervppon ther may be obiced, that then I might better haue left this 
yvorcke vndone: heeron I replye this anſvyver thas the Printer, vvith others vyhocare 
indecde loucrs of good artcs) & eſpecially of the Engliſ-men, preuailed through their 
perſuaſiones ſo farre vvith me that I thought vvith my (clf, it might be imputcd vnto 
mc adcede of ingratitude if fo be I had not taken the ſame in handes. Conlideringe 
thatalthoughethe auncicut authors hauec in deede vvritten diucrs,andcxcellent rce- 
medics, in thoſc times, yet beinge vicd, and practiſed in theſe lattertimes , in their ac- 
cuſtomed vveightes,and quantities, truclye vve {hall finde them to vvorcke little, or 
nothingeatall. And for this occaſion moſt gentle Reader, Iſo deſired to bedooinge
